If, as is the 
case in this arbitration treaty business, 
an organization somewhere favors a 
r.easure. it sends out to organizations 
and individuals in different parts of the 
country urging that they—the persons ad- 
dressed—write or telegraph their sena- 
tors to vote for it. In many of tnese 
cases the supposed petitioners are saved 
the necessity of even writing their tele- 
graphic or written petitions, the orig- 
inal organization sending a form along 
with their request. 

The right of petition shoulg be care- 
fully guarded. It should, of course, be 
used in every legitimate case and used 
freely; but it should not 
be abused by thoughtless and indiscrim- 
inate use. Such abuse serves only to 
cheapen the right, to nullify its effect in

cents per pound. Four of the iargest 
cotton producing states could accomplish 
this result. 

If Hon. Harvie Jordan, of Georgia, and 
Hon. E. S. Peters, of Texas, and others 
wil] inaugurate such a movement, secur- 
ing assistance in each county and begin 
to organize in each state the price of 
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tion as indicated and elect a president 
and also a vice president for each state 
as suggested and begin organizing about 
100 counties in the south daily and show 
to the world.that the farmers can be 
organized and that a good deal of cotton 
will be held and the acreage reduced 
the price of cotton will advance at once. 
And by the Ist of April, when it is 
found out that this organization is thor- 
ough and the acreage will be reduced 25 
per cent, cotton will advance at once to 
10 cents a pound, something like its 
real value. ‘ 

In order to get this acreage reduction 
idea prominently before the cotton grow- 
ers of the south as soon as possible I 
suggest that every weekly paper in the 
south publish on the front page of their 
paper once a week from now until May 
Ist the following advice: 

To Southern Cotton Growers: Plant 25 
per cent of the acreage you intended to 
plant in cotton this year in food pro- 
ducts, thereby reducing the acreage in 
cotton 25 per cent. This will result in a 
crop of about 9,000,000 bales and bring 
the price up to at least 12 1-2 cents a 
pound. 

Nine to ten million bales with plenty 
feed stuff means prosperity. Twelve to 
thirteen million bales, without this, 
means poverty.

Plan of John Bostwick, of Morgan. 

Editor Constitution: In the last thirty 
days there has been a great deal said 
and written in reference to price of cot- 
ton, and the best thing to be done to 
bring price back to something like the 
real value of the staple. 

It is a fact that is generally admitted, 
that the world will need 12,000,000 bales 
of American cotton before the next crop 
is made. It is also a fact that the spin- 
ners can use it at 10 cents a pound and 
make a profit. Why then this great fall- 
ing off in price? Cotton, like every other 


‘commodity, when it is plentiful no one 


is in a hurry to ouy and consequently 
the price is low. On the other hand, when 
there is not enough to supply the de- 
mand there is a rush for it and the price 
goes up. : 

It is generally agreed also that if 
farmers will hold cotton until the spin- 
ners need it they will get 10 cents per 
pound for it. It is also admitted that if 
the acreage is reduced next season and a 
9,000,000 bale crop is all that could be 
expected, with the reduced acreage, the 
price would advance immediately. There- 
fore to hold cotton and reduce acreage is 
the plan to be adopted by the southern 
farmer. I have, however, seen no sug- 
gestion of a pnactical plan of organiza- 
tion by which this can be accomplished. 
I, therefore, suggest this plan, which I 
think is practical and by which the land 
owners of the south can be thoroughly 
organized in sixty days. 


Plan of Organization. 

I suggest that the Southern Cotton 
Growers’ Association, which meets in 
New Orleans on fhe 24th instant, pass 
policy of 
the association in reference to holding 
cotton and reduction in acreage. Reor- 
ganize the association by electing a 
president for each cotton growing state. 
The president and vice presidents’ to 
compose the executive board of the as- 
sociation and immediately organize the 


southern land owners in the following 


| public meetings and electing a president ' 


manner: Each vice president to organize 
his state by appointing in each con- 
gressional district the most influential and 
practical farmer obtainable to organize 
each district. These men to organize 
every county in the south by calling 


| for each county, It to be the duty of the 


‘county presidents to get every land 
owner’ possible to join the association. A 
‘great many will join at these public 
| meetings. Those that don’t join then the 
'county presidents can get their names 
| from the tax books and either see them 
'teo write them and explain the object of 
ithe association and get them to join. 
For funds to defray the expenses of 
the association I suggest that every land 


owner pay when he becomes a member! of necessity under any condition finally | 


membership are to conform to the reso- 
lutions adopted at the annual conven- 
' tion and the rulings adopted by the ex- 
| ecutive board, which wil] meet as often 
as in their opinion the interest of tue 
association demands. The salaries of the 
| president, vice presidents and other offi- 
‘cers to be fixed by the executive board 
and reported to the annual convention for 
approval. 

With an organization like this the 
formers could undoubtedly control the 
price of cotton. I believe that if the New 
Orleans convention will pass a resolu- 


/ 


| 
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ficiently large to run the price of cotton 
to such a point as to render it unprofita- 
ble to the. raiser, but the final result has 
proven that they have raised sufficiently 
enormous crop, that the price today is 
below the point of profit. 

I am a merchant and also a farmer, 
controlling something like thirty plows, 
and the condition which confronts me, as 
well as other farmers, is so serious that 
it is hard to decide how to plant a crop 
with the expectation of deriving profit. 

I can but believe that any united effort 
to consider a reduction of acreage will 
have the reverse effect, as it is impossi- 
Sle to unify such a number of people as 


is covered by the planting interest. and | 


a great many will think that the acreage 
being very much curtailed, that they can 


with benefit to themselves, and without 
serious injury to their fellow farmer. and 
the result next fall will be another enor- 
mous crop, with such a surplus in sight 
as will render it impossible for any com- 
bination to get the price up to a profitable 
one 

I have often noticed that during my ex- 
perience of years various newspapers 
would come out with editorials, to the 
effect that Mr. “Bo and 8o,” in such and 
such county, says that the farmers in his 
county ‘have reduced cotton acreage and 
are going more into hog and hominy,” 
and I can but believe that such articles 
have had the effect on a great many 
people to make them believe that there 
was such a reduction of acreage as to 
render it profitable to themselves to in. 
crease their own, with the result that 
the entire cotton acreage had been in- 
creased 

The proposition {is an individual one with 
each farmer, and must be solved by him- 
self, regardless of anything his neighbor 
may be doing; and I believe that an ap- 
peal to them along these lines, by the 
newspapers of the country, will more 
nearly attain the desired end. 

If the farmer takes it from an individual 
standpoint and increases his corn and oat 
Tand, and such other products as he uses 
at home, and his fellow farmers have 
taken the reverse view of the proposition, 
with the result that a large crop has been 
made, the individual will certainly be in 
a better position with his barns filled with 
corn and other things for home consump- 
tion, and with a small acreage in cotton, 


| than he would be with his per cent of 
‘large acreage in cotton and-barns with | 
‘less corn and other similar products in 


them, 

On tthe other hand, if every farmer; 
or sufficient majority of them, were tuo 
take their work along the line of the in- 
dividual in his efforts to reduce cotton 
acreage and the result would be that 
there had really been a reduction of the 
entire acreage, he would then find him- 
self with his barns fille@ with forage, 
and his cotton commanding a remunera- 
tive price. 

Having been in the mercantile busi- 
ness and in direct touch with the farmer 
for more than twenty years, I think I 
am in a position to state that so long as 
the credit system is in vogue the small 
tenant farmer, who has to borrow money 
to make his crop; or to buy his provisions 


on credit, will be forced to a certain ex-, 


tent, to plant cotton of sufficient acreage 
to cover the indebtedness he is about to 
incur. 

While cotton today has reached very 
low prices and @ thinking men must 
realize that it cannot be produced at its 
quoted market value of today, this very 
class of small tenant farmers, to whom 
I have referred, are in a better condi- 
tion to make a change in their system 
than I have ever known them, and this 
appeal, if persistently urged, through the 
newspapers of the south, I believe its 
effects will be for the good of all people 
in the cotton raising belt. 

It would be a wise policy for every 
newspaper published in the belt to keep 
the fact persistently before the farmers, 
that past experience, regardless of any 
report to the contrary, has proven that 
the acreage of cotton, has been increased 
from year to year, and the individual] 
farmer should realize that any hope of 


reduction by other farmers has proven | 


fallacious and disastrous. 
Another question that has been much

in the world, except to go to the spinner; 
and the spinner certainly will not be in 
a hurry to buy when he knows that the 
‘supply on hand is greater than the de- 
‘mand. 
| So the two interests are standing an- 
'tagonistic with the advantage in the 
hands of the farmer, for he is the pro- 
ducer and when he cuts product, demand 
| will enable and, in fact, force the spin- 
ner to pay a price that will be profitable 
to the farmer. 

It is to the interest of every man 
who gins a bale of cotton, whether on 
his own gin or through a public gin, to 
see that the cotton is reported accurately. 
sc that the information the government 
is seeking to give him will be as nearly 
correct as it is possible to get it; and 
vith this information on hand, before ho 
begins to prepare for another year's 
crop, if he disregards all of the warnings. 
which are held before him, he will bave 
only to blame himself for an over-pro- 
duction and a ruinous price of the 
products of his labor. 

I am aware that the ideas, which T 
heve expressed, are at very wide variance 
from those of many well posted men, 
but I may express some idea that mav 
be to some dbgree beneficial to the 
interest in which I write. 

I have heard the question of the use 
of fertilizers discussed, and the general 
opinion seems to be that its sale wil! 
be restricted; but in my discussion o2f 
the situation with a few large planters. 
I have found that the restriction of 
acreage and fertlizers with them wi!! 
result {nm an intensive farming, which 
does not tend to reduce production. 

The large planter is generally In such 
financial condition that he is not radf- 
cally effected, but it Is the small farmer, 
the man on whom rests the prosperity 
of the country, that is most injured and 
In some instances ruined.

Pau] 
writing to the Hebrews, giving a cata- 
logue of the heroes of faith, says, ‘‘By 
faith Abel offered unto God a more ex- 
cellent sacrifice than Cain, through 
which he had witness borne to him that 
ihe was righteous, God bearing witness 
in respect of his gifts; and through it, he 
being dead, yet speaketh.”” What Paul 
‘means here is that Abel's sacrifice was 
| better than Cain's, because it was of- 
fered in faith as an act of worship. “It 
was -faith that made the betterness.”’ 
God was more interested in the spirit than 
‘in the letter. It was a sacrifice of self 
that God wanted. His judgment was 
upon soul, and not substance. No gift 
Of man can stand for man himself.

I have 
heand it sald often that 
card one-horse plows and scrapes and 
scooters and other ancient farm ma- 
chinery. I would like to know, {ff this 
is true, what plow there is that will 
break up s#round faster or more eco- 
nomically than the one-horse plow, par- 
ticularly when you have plowed your 
land very deep the same year and wish 
merely to turn under the stubble of the 
old crop and plant grain at once. For 
instance, in grain stubble in the spring 
when you wish to plant cotton, corn, 
peas or anything it is imposstble to take 
a three or two-horse plow or enough of 
them to turn up a field of 25 or fifty 


your plantings. The consequence is that 
the only way to do it is to lay off rows 
and plant and then plow later, or, if 
you are going to broadcast peas, plant 
them with a big grain drill or with a 
disc harrow, and yet this way of plant- 
ing cotton, corn or anything else is 
never satisfactory.

The proper 
measure of the amount of work done by 
a plow is the number of tons of soil 
turned or broken, in a given time. A 
two-horse plow will move and break. at 
least twice the wefght of soil in a day, 
and, I believe considerably more than 
twice, than will a one-horse plow. If 
a farmer does not wish to plow deeply, 
he may set his plow to take a very 
wide furrow slice, say !2 or 14 Inches. 
With good teams I have had turned un- 
der shallow (hog weeds, etc.) 3 acres a 
day ,in July. 

The rule should be is to use a two- 
horse plow whenever practicadle, and 
use a one-horse plow only for “laying 
off,” or some such work. On smooth 
land a good plowman, with a two-horse 
plow, may make cotton beds at one 
round trip, leaving only a narrow bulk 
to be broken later. With a two-horse 
“middle bursher’’ one man can Iift out 
every stalk of a cotton fleld without a 
hialt, excepting to occasionally clear 
the plow. 

Indeed, two-horse plows and two-horse 
eultivators are considered indispensabie 
in the most progressive farming regions,
